Communist China : /An unidentified air force unit 
equipped with at least 16 IL-10 (Beast) piston-engine 
ground attack fighters has been deployed to Foochow/ 
Nantai Airfield near the Taiw an Strait, possibly for 
use in some unusual activity. 
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The Chinese have about 60 IL-lOs 
which are normally based at inland airfields, but from 
time to time a few have appeared at coastal bases. 

In 1955, IL-lOs were used to support an attack on a 
Nationalist-held offshore island but there are no cur- 
rent indications of preparations for such an attack/)
